2. FIRST, BELIEVE IT SHOULD BE NOTED PARA 2 REFTEL A IN 
TERMS OF WHO MACIE CONSIDERS HIS FRIENDS, THAT REFTEL B 

GIVES FURTHER INFO. FROM CONVERSATIONS WHICH AMBASSADOR AND 
DOUALA CONSUL HAD PRIOR THEIR MARCH 76 PNG'ING, IT CLEAR 
THAT MACIE DOES NOT GET ALONG WITH ANY REAL OR POTENTIAL AID 
DONORS; THIS INCLUDES COMMUNIST COUNTRIES. SPAIN. FRANCE, 

AND UNDP. ALL HAVE PROBLEMS OF ACCESS, LACK OF EG FOLLOW THROUGH 
AND ALMOST EG INDIFFERENCE OR HOSTILITY TOWARDS POTENTIAL 
PROJECTS AND PERSONNEL ALREADY ASSIGNED CARRY OUT PROJECTS. 

AS REPORTED REFTEL B, CUBANS WITHDREW TWO AGRICULTURAL 
ADVISERS DUE EG UNWILLINGNESS OR INABILITY UTILIZE THEIR

3. APPARENTLY MISSION VISIT VAGUELY TIED IN CONTRETEMPS 
WHICH OCCURRED LAST DECEMBER (REFTEL C) WHEN ALMOST ENTIRE 
CABINET ARRESTED (EXCEPT FOR FOREIGN MINISTER BONIFACIO NGUEMA 
ESONO ACHAMA AND DANIEL MBA OYONO AYINGONO, WHO NOW ACTING 
AS HEAD MINISTRIES FINANCE, ECONOMY AND SECURITY AND, IN 
ABSENCE LIFE PRESIDENT, GENERAL DICTATOR MACIE NGUEMA BIYOGO 
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NEGUE NDONG ISLAND).. STORY FROM RECENT VISITORS TO ISLAND IS 
THAT ALMOST WHOLE CABINET CONCERNED AT LACK FORWARD MOVEMENT 
IN DEVELOPMENT EQUATORIAL GUINEA SINCE INDEPENDENCE. CONSENSUS 
OF MEETING WAS THAT THEY SHOULD PUT FORWARD A RECOMMEND AION 
TO PRESIDENT MACIE SUGGESTING TIME WAS RIPE FOR RAPPROCHMENT 
TO SPANISH. CAPTAIN TEODORE NGUEMA MBASOGO, NATIONAL GUARD

SIGNED, HE SUPPOSEDLY OOK PETITION TO PRESIDENT AND 
CLAIMED ALL WERE INVOLVED IN TRYING REPLACE MACIE. RESULT IS 
ALL OF CABINET, EXCEPT TEODORO, BONIFACIO AND DANIEL (WHO 
INCIDENTALLY ALL BELONG MONGOMO FANG, SAME AS PRESIDENT) 

WERE THROWN IN ALMMER. IT UNCLEAR WHAT HAS HAPPENED SINCE, 
ALTHOUGH RECENT TRAVELERS REPORT UP TO FOUR KNOWN DEAD INCLUDING 
BUENEVENTURA OCHAGA NGOMO ABESO, MINISTER OF PEOPLE'S EDUCATION; 
NEMESIO ABAGA OBURU, VICE MINISTER PLAN; JESUS ALFONSO OYONO 
ALAGO, SECRETARY STATE IN CHARGE OF MISSIONS; AND OOBERTO 
NSUE MICHA MBO, VICE MINISTER POPULAR CONSTRUCTION. 

4. WHILE WE NOT ENTIRELY SURE OF NAMES, SINCE POSITIONS ONLY 
GIVEN IN SEVERAL INSTANCES AND GARBLED IN OTHERS, SHOULD BE 
POINTED OUT THAT BUENEVENTURA WAS ALSO SECTY. GEN. OF PUNT 
AND AT DINNER MARCH 5, 1976, SEATED NEXT TO PRESIDENT. 

NOBERTO ALSO USED BE HEAD OF SECURITY AND KNOWN RIVAL TO 
DANIEL OYONO, THE PRESIDENT S NEPHEW AND DEFACTO RULER OF 
ISLAND. THEREFORE, IF THESE REPORTS TO BE BELIEVED, DANIEL 
HAS PROBABLY STRENGTHENED HIS CONTROL OVER PARTY AND 
SECURITY APPARATUS.

SINCE NOVEMBER 18 DEMONSTRATIONS (REFTEL D). HOWEVER, INTERVENING 
ARREST OF MOST OF CABINET AND GENERALLY UNSETTLED CONDITIONS 
CAUSED POSTPONEMENT UNTIL LATE JANUARY. SKETCHY REPORTS HERE 
INDICATE THAT MISSION WAS CONSIDERED SUCCESS IN THAT IT UPDATED
